President's Report 


The 1993/94 fiscal year was a time of excitement and challenge as the Art Gallery of Ontario 
explored the operating potential of its expanded and renovated facility. With a 50 percent 
increase in its exhibition space, the institution now has the physical capacity for a variety of new 
public programs; however, this growth has been countered by the economic constraints of the 
1990s. As a result, the past year has been a time to consider the institution’s future and deter- 
mine the course it should take in order to operate as effectively as possible. 


The Gallery’s primary challenge has been to develop an effective and dynamic operation within 
the context of its provincial mandate, its new facility and the realities of its financial and human 
resources. Hence, the following vision statement has been established to define its direction over 
the next five years: 


To be recognized as an intellectual, cultural and social centre that enables people to 
experience works of art and develop their own insights by stimulating debate, discussion 
and appreciation of art. 


Based on this vision, the following institutional priorities have been identified: 


e to integrate the operation in order to maximize human and financial resources 

e to engage the public imagination by encouraging new ways of seeing and thinking 
about art 

e to raise private sector revenues 


A key strategy in fulfilling this vision will be the development of partnerships in order to allow 

the Gallery to extend its financial and programming capabilities. During this past year, its tradi- 
tional range of partnerships was expanded to form new alliances in both the public and private 
sectors. 


A dynamic network of partnerships was created in order to establish the Art Gallery of Ontario 
as the sole Canadian venue for the celebrated exhibition From Cézanne to Matisse: Great French 
Paintings from The Barnes Foundation. Over 20 museums worldwide competed for this outstand- 
ing exhibition. The Gallery's success is due in great part to the commitment of the provincial 
government. In order to secure this exhibition for the Gallery, the Ontario Ministry of Culture, 
Tourism and Recreation contributed an unprecedented special grant of $3.75 million, which was 
provided in recognition of the tremendous impact that the exhibition would have in stimulating 
Ontario's economy, particularly the tourism sector. 


The exciting announcement in February 1994 that the Art Gallery of Ontario would indeed be 
included in the exclusive international tour of From Cézanne to Matisse was coupled with the 
exciting news that Gluskin Sheff & Associates Inc. would provide corporate sponsorship of $1 mil- 
lion for the exhibition, the largest gift ever by a private company for a cultural sponsorship in 
Canada. In addition, both the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto and the City of Toronto have 
provided the Gallery with special loan funds to promote the exhibition. 


The Michael Snow Project demonstrated the Gallery’s partnership approach on a programming 
level. This retrospective of Michael Snow’s work, sponsored by AT&T with special funding 
assistance from the City of Toronto, became a city-wide event that celebrated the artist's extraor- 
dinary contribution to Canadian culture. Its organization was a multi-year joint venture between 
the Gallery and The Power Plant, Contemporary Art Gallery at Harbourfront Centre. The 
strengths of the two institutions combined to produce one of the most powerful and compre- 
hensive exhibitions that Toronto has ever experienced. 


The year also included the major exhibition The Earthly Paradise: Arts and Crafts by William 
Morris and His Circle from Canadian Collections, sponsored by Chrysler Canada Ltd. Drawn 
exclusively from Canadian public and private collections, it was the most comprehensive North 
American exhibition of the work of William Morris and his contemporaries. The exhibition subse- 
quently travelled to the National Gallery of Canada and the Musée du Québec and received rave 
reviews at both venues. December featured the superb exhibition Seven Florentine Heads: 
Fifteenth-Century Drawings from the Collection of Her Majesty the Queen, thanks to the gener- 
ous sponsorship of the Gallery’s Volunteer Committee.

Partnerships with a number of other cultural organizations have also allowed the Gallery to 
extend its programs significantly. The alliance with Cinematheque Ontario, as well as joint initia- 
tives with the Innis Film Society and the Toronto Jewish Film Society, provided diverse programs of 
quality films throughout the year. On a musical note, collaborations with organizations such as 
the du Maurier Downtown Jazz festival, New Music Concerts, the Toronto Symphony Orchestra 
and the Royal Conservatory of Music offered a variety of musical performances to our visitors. 


The Gallery has also worked toward reinforcing traditional partnerships with the community. 

Its links with the formal educational system have been strengthened through its school visit pro- 
grams, which have been adapted to reflect the education system's new integrated curriculum. 
Programs were developed for adult students of English as a Second Language, and met with great 
success. The Gallery also focused on teachers’ programs designed to develop their expertise in 
exploring art issues in the classroom and using the Gallery as a resource for independent program 
development. In addition to its traditional range of educational programs, the Gallery has begun 
to network with those education boards that have established telecommunications systems 

with their schools. These networks have proved to be an effective means of communicating infor- 
mation about Gallery programs and services to schools throughout Metro Toronto and across 

the province. 


In this first year of operation as the “new” Art Gallery of Ontario, we have received a strong 
show of support from the private sector. Attendance for the year totalled 510,000, a 20 percent 
increase from peak attendance figures during the 1980s. Memberships have continued to increase 
steadily from the previous year, when the excitement of the Gallery's reopening resulted in a 30 
percent growth in this area. The Annual Giving Fund received a tremendous response this year 
and succeeded in meeting its ambitious goal of $2.1 million, which was raised through member- 
ship fees, donations and sponsorships. These funds will help support exhibition and educational 
programs, the purchase of works of art, special projects and capital maintenance. My heartfelt 
appreciation goes to those longtime supporters who continue to contribute to our Annual Giving 
Fund, and to those donors who gave to the Gallery for the first time. 


This year our collection, which has been built over the past 90 years exclusively through the 
generosity of the private sector, received many generous donations. Of particular note is a gift of 
90 lithographs by Ernst Barlach from Naomi Jackson Groves, and a gift of 34 albumen prints by 
Linneaus Tripe from Shashi B. Dewan and Janet E. Dewan. 


| must note, with regret, the passing of Mrs. O.D. Vaughan, a longtime friend of the Gallery. 
Over the past 17 years, Mrs. Vaughan gave the Gallery a marvelous group of paintings, sculptures 
and drawings. This year was no exception, with generous gifts of works by David Milne and 
Michael Snow. 


As | conclude my first year as president, | would like to thank the staff, who continue to demon- 
strate their professionalism and dedication in their daily activities. | would also like to take this 
opportunity to welcome Matthew Teitelbaum, who joined the Gallery in September as chief cura- 
tor. Matthew's leadership skills and curatorial experience make him a valuable addition to our 
senior management team. My sincere appreciation also goes to the volunteers and trustees of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario, who selflessly give their time and expertise to ensure the institution’s 
continued success. 


During the course of the past year, the Gallery has established a solid base of operation in its 
new facility, and its growing network of partnerships has created a significant profile with 

the public. The institution is well positioned to move into 1994/95 and share the excitement of 
hosting the magnificent exhibition From Cézanne to Matisse: Great French Paintings from The 
Barnes Foundation.

Rapport du président 


L'année 1993-1994 s'est déroulée sous le double signe de |’euphorie et de Il’enjeu alors que le 
Musée explorait le potentiel de ses nouvelles installations. Le Musée, dont l’espace réservé aux 
expositions a été augmenté de 50 %, dispose maintenant des infrastructures requises pour offrir 
au grand public une gamme élargie de programmes. Cependant, sa croissance a été freinée par la 
conjoncture difficile des années 90. L'année 1993-1994 a vu I’amorce d’un travail de réflexion sur 
l'avenir du Musée et sur la reformulation de son orientation stratégique. 


Au cours de l'année, le Musée s'est employé a poser les assises d’une institution dynamique et 
efficace dans le cadre de son mandat provincial, de ses nouvelles installations et de ses ressources 
financiéres et humaines. Pour ce faire, il a élaboré un énoncé de vision qui le guidera au cours 
des cing prochaines années : 


S‘imposer comme un centre intellectuel, culturel et social qui permet au public d’amorcer un 
dialogue avec les ceuvres d’art et qui favorise le débat, les échanges et l’appréciation de l'art.

Au cours de la derniére 
année, le Musée a donc poursuivi ses efforts en ce sens en formant de nouvelles alliances avec le 
secteur public et le secteur prive. 


Grace a de fructueux partenariats, le Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario sera l|’unique lieu de 
presentation au Canada de la célebre exposition De Cézanne 4 Matisse : Chefs-d’ceuvre de la 
fondation Barnes. Une vingtaine de musées a travers le monde se disputaient le privilege 
d’accueillir cette remarquable exposition. Le succes du Musée tient largement a la participation 
du gouvernement provincial. Sensibilisé aux importantes retombées économiques de |’exposition 
— notamment sur l'industrie touristique — le ministere de la Culture, du Tourisme et des Loisirs a 
consenti au Musée une subvention de 3,75 millions de dollars. Il s‘agit de la plus importante sub- 
vention jamais octroyée au Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario. 


En février 1994 nous avons eu I’immense joie d’apprendre que le Musée des beaux-arts de 
l'Ontario avait été ajouté au circuit international de l’exposition De Cézanne a Matisse : Chefs- 
d’ceuvre de la fondation Barnes. A cette joie s‘ajoutait celle d’entendre la Gluskin Sheff & 
Associates Inc. annoncer qu’elle verserait 1 million de dollars en aide directe a l’exposition. II 
s‘agit de la plus importante somme Jamais consentie par une entreprise privée pour la comman- 
dite d’un évéenement culturel au Canada. En outre, la Municipalité de la communauté urbaine 
de Toronto et la Ville de Toronto ont accordé au Musée un prét spécial pour la promotion 

de |’exposition. 


Le Projet Michael Snow atteste les efforts poursuivis par le Musée pour conclure des ententes

disciples jamais présentée en Amérique du Nord. L’exposition a également été présentée au 
Musée des beaux-arts du Canada et au Musée du Québec ou elle a remporté un franc succés.

Throughout the year, the Gallery offers a variety of lectures and symposia focussing on themes of 
art history and art appreciation. Special series were presented in conjunction with the exhibitions 
The Earthly Paradise: Arts and Crafts by William Morris and His Circle from Canadian Collections 
and The Michael Snow Project. 
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Film and Video 

The Gallery’s collection of artists’ films and videotapes is exhibited regularly. This past year, high- 
lights included David Rimmer: Films and Tapes, 1984-1993; Mona Hatoum: 3 Videotapes; and 
Presence and Absence: The Films of Michael Snow from 1956 to 1991. The Friday noon-hour film 
series showcased arts documentaries from the Rogers Communications Inc. Collection of 
Videotapes. The Gallery organized two film series this year: Yiddish Film Between Two Worlds, 
the first major retrospective of Yiddish cinema to be shown in Canada, presented in cooperation 
with the Jewish Community Centre; and The Persistence of Mickey 1993, which traced the career 
and inspiration of Walt Disney. 


To celebrate the donation of the complete film archives of Ron Mann, a launch party was 
held along the theme of his latest documentary, Twist, which chronicles the evolution of rock and 
roll dance. 


Through the Gallery’s continued partnership with Cinematheque Ontario, a wide selection of 
Canadian and international repertory cinema was presented. Screenings by the Innis Film Society 
and the Toronto Film Society were also hosted during the year. 


Music/Dance/Events 

In 1993/94 the Gallery continued its Sunday afternoon concert series and also launched Friday 
Night Life, weekly performances that celebrated the diversity of the city’s music and performance 
scene. Highlights included a celebration of black music in Toronto, presented with the assistance 
of the Black Music Association, and the Just Jazz series. Event highlights included special dance 
and concert performances in honour of ArtsWeek, a Chinese New Year's Eve celebration, and the 
reading series Identity in a Foreign Place, which featured writers of varying cultural backgrounds.

Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre 

The Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre is widely used as a valuable resource by art historians, 
teachers, students, artists and members of the public across Canada. It lends a wide range of arts- 
related audio-visual materials across Canada. The centre’s holdings include over 147,000 slides, 
and close to 1,000 videotapes, as well as a wide selection of media kits, audiotapes and a grow- 
ing collection of videodiscs. 


Edward P. Taylor Research Library and Archives 

The Art Gallery of Ontario houses Toronto’s premier art research library. Its collection includes 
over 100,000 volumes on the history of art, 40,000 documentation files on Canadian art and 
artists, manuscript collections and publications in microform. The library also encompasses the 
Gallery's institutional archives. 


Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 

The Gallery's collection of more than 11,000 works on paper can be seen, appreciated and 
studied by members of the public in the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre. 
Programs this past year included group visits from post-secondary institutions and lectures to 
special interest groups. 


Photographic Resources 
A large selection of photographs, slides and ektachromes of the Gallery's collection and special 
exhibitions are available for research, study and purchase. 


Gallery Shop 

The Gallery Shop features a unique selection of books, videos, reproductions, posters, artist- 
designed jewellery, gifts, Canadian crafts, children’s games, art activity items and the Art Rental 
and Sales Gallery. 


The Gallery Shop is operated as a joint venture between the Art Gallery of Ontario and its 
Volunteer Committee. All proceeds help support Gallery activities. 


Dining Services 

Visitors to the Gallery can choose from a variety of dining services - its café, restaurant, Atrium 
Bar and Ridley Members’ Lounge. The Gallery also provides a unique setting for special events 
and receptions organized by its corporate and private clients. 
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Volunteers 


The Gallery’s body of volunteers is one of its most valuable resources. Over 800 volunteers 
enhance the institution’s operation through their contribution and participation in virtually every 
area of the Gallery 


The Grange 

Volunteers are responsible for the operation of The Grange and its programs. Built in 1817, The 
Grange is the oldest existing brick house in Toronto and was the Gallery’s first home. It is fully 
restored to its 1830s splendour and is operated by the volunteers as a “living” museum. Activities 
in 1993/94 featured special events that included lectures and guided tours for children and 

adult groups. 


Retail Activities 

The Gallery Shop is operated as a joint venture between the Art Gallery of Ontario and its 
Volunteer Committee. Volunteers are actively involved in every aspect of the shop's operation, 
including product development. All proceeds from the shop support Gallery activities. 


Docents 

The Gallery’s volunteer docents provide a vital personal touch to the institution's collection and 
temporary exhibitions. Docents are specially trained to interpret works of art for visitors of all 
ages, including school groups, special needs groups and groups studying English as a Second 
Language. Docents are regularly stationed in the contemporary galleries to answer visitors’ ques- 
tions and discuss the works and contemporary art in general. 


Fund-Raising 

The Gallery's Volunteer Committee is reputed for its fund-raising initiatives. Funds raised are 
directed to such activities as the acquisition of works of art, exhibition and program sponsorship 
and acquisitions for the library and audio-visual centre. In 1993/94, the Volunteer Committee was 
the primary sponsor of the special exhibition Seven Florentine Heads: Fifteenth-Century Drawings 
from the Collection of Her Majesty The Queen. 


Travel AGO/Gallery Hopping 

The Volunteer Committee organizes trips that focus on the art and architecture of cities around 
the world. In 1993/94, Travel AGO arranged visits to Arizona, Israel/Jordan, the Canadian Arctic 
and Finland/Sweden. 


Gallery Hopping offers members trips to local treasures, new galleries and special exhibitions. 
This year, these included visits to centres in Toronto, southern Ontario and New York. 


Membership Centre 
Volunteers operate the Libby and Blair MacAulay Membership Centre in George Weston Hall, 
where they sell or renew memberships and offer information about membership benefits. 


Throughout the year, volunteers also provide on-site orientation to visitors for the Gallery’s major 
events and activities. 


Resource Centres 

The Gallery’s resource centres depend on volunteer resources to extend their service to the 
public. In 1993/94 volunteers supported the operation of the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing 
Study Centre, the Edward P. Taylor Research Library and Archives, the Lismer Library and the 
Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre. 


Junior Committee 

The Junior Committee of the Volunteer Committee focuses its activities on art education and 
fund-raising. Activities this year included school-group tours of The Grange and the successful 
fund-raiser “The Art of Chance” casino evening. 


Young Associates 

The Young Associates of the Art Gallery of Ontario is a special group of members that organizes 
events and activities geared to people in their 20s and 30s. Highlights during the past year includ- 
ed ArtCycle - a cycling tour of architecture and outdoor art in Toronto, a Halloween event and a 
festive holiday party in December. 
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Management Responsibilities 


The Board of Trustees, which is responsible for, among other things, the financial statements of the Art 
Gallery of Ontario (the “Gallery”), delegates to management the responsibility of the financial statements. 
Responsibility for their review is that of the Audit Committee. Each year the Trustees of the Gallery 
appoint independent auditors to examine and report directly to them on the financial statements. The 
financial statements were prepared by management in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles, which were consistently applied. Management maintains a system of internal accounting con- 
trols to ensure that transactions are accurately recorded on a timely basis, are properly approved and 
result in reliable financial statements. There are limits inherent in all systems based on the recognition 
that the cost of such systems should not exceed the benefits to be derived. Management believes its sys- 
tem provides the appropriate balance in this respect. 


The Gallery's Audit Committee is appointed by the Board of Trustees annually and comprises seven non- 
management individuals. The Committee meets with management and with the independent auditors 
(who have free access to the Audit Committee) to satisfy itself that each group is properly discharging its 
responsibilities and to review the financial statements and the independent auditors’ report. The Audit 
Committee reports its findings to the Board of Trustees for its consideration in approving the financial 
statements for issuance to the Members of the Gallery.

Notes to Financial Statements 


1. Summary of Significant 
Accounting Policies 


The Art Gallery of Ontario 

(the “Gallery”) is an agency of the 
Ministry of Culture, Tourism and 
Recreation of the Province 

of Ontario by virtue of the Art 
Gallery of Ontario Act 1966. 


The financial statements of the 
Gallery have been prepared on a 
going concern basis in accordance 
with generally accepted account- 
ing principles consistently applied. 
The significant accounting policies 
are summarized below: 


(a) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Gallery are 
maintained in accordance with the 
principles of fund accounting by 
which resources for various pur- 
poses are classified for accounting 
and reporting purposes into funds 
that are in accordance with the 
direction issued by the Board of 
Trustees, which also approves all 
transfers made between funds. For 
financial reporting purposes, there 
are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include 
the day-to-day transactions of 
the Gallery's Operating Fund, 
Dining Services and Gallery 
Shop. In 1993, the Volunteer 
Committee and the Gallery 
formed the Gallery Shop on 
the basis of a joint venture to 
operate all retail activities. All 
profits and losses are shared 
equally by the partners. 


(ii) The capital funds comprise 
funds which are not available 
to meet operating expendi- 
tures. The Acquisition Fund is 
primarily for the purchase of 
art and includes, at a nominal 
value of one thousand dollars, 
the Gallery's collection of 
works of art which have been 
donated to the Gallery or pur- 
chased by it. The Volunteer 
Activities Fund is operated by 
the Volunteer Committee. 
The Building Fund includes 


amounts that are designated 
to finance expansion and 
major repairs to the Gallery's 
facilities, including the 
Stage Ill Expansion. 


(b) Basis of Statement of 
Financial Activities 
The statement of financial activi- 
ties shows the funds received by, 
disbursed by or transferred 
between the various Gallery 
funds in the current reporting 
year using the accrual basis of 
accounting. 


(c) Marketable Securities 
Marketable securities are carried 
at market value. 


(d) Inventory 

Inventories of goods held for 
resale are valued at the lower of 
cost and net realizable value. 


(e) Works of Art 

In conformity with accounting 
policies generally followed by art 
museums, the value of works of 
art has been excluded from the 
balance sheet except for a nomi- 
nal value of one thousand dollars. 
The value of art acquired by gift 
during the year is included in the 
statement of financial activities 
as revenue at appraised value as 
determined by independent 
appraisers. Purchased art isinclud- 
ed in the statement of financial 
activities at cost and, together 
with gifted art acquired during 
the year, is shown as accession of 
art for collection. 


(f) Fixed Assets 

Fixed assets are accounted for as 
expenditures in the period they 
are acquired except for a nominal 
amount of one thousand dollars 
included in the balance sheet. 
Accordingly, no depreciation is 
recorded in the accounts. 


(g) Grants, Donations and 
Bequests. 
Grants, donations and bequests 
are included in the statement of 
financial activities in the year 
received or receivable, except 
where the revenues are directed 
to a specific activity by the donor. 


Funds for designated programs 
received prior to the year in 
which the program is to be car- 
ried out are recorded in the bal- 
ance sheet as deferred revenue. 


(h) Pledges 

Pledges are not recorded as rev- 
enue until the pledged donations 
are received by the Gallery. 


(i) Donated Services 

The value of volunteer and 
other services donated to the 
Gallery is not recorded in the 
financial statements. 


(j) Membership Fees 

Annual membership fees are 
included in operating revenue as 
received. 


2. The Art Gallery of Ontario 
Foundation 


The Art Gallery of Ontario 
Foundation (the “Foundation”) is 
incorporated under the laws of 
Ontario as a separate corporation 
without share capital and receives 
and manages the general endow- 
ment funds of the Gallery. The 
accounts of the Foundation are 
not included in the accompanying 
financial statements. Funds from 
the Foundation are given to the 
Gallery when approved by the 
independent Board of Trustees of 
the Foundation. 

During the year, the Foundation 
contributed $255,000, and 
$37,000 respectively to the 


Operating and Acquisitions 
Funds of the Gallery. In 1993, 
$347,000, $44,000 and $650,000 
respectively, were contributed to 
the Operating, Acquisition and 
Building Funds. 


3. Bank Loans 


The Gallery has two lines of 
credit, one for operating purposes 
and one to finance the Stage Ill 
Expansion. 


The line of credit for operating 
purposes is a $4.5 million revolv- 
ing demand loan bearing interest 
at the prime lending rate plus one 
quarter percent. 


The line of credit for the Stage Ill 
Expansion is a $15 million non- 
revolving demand loan, repayable 
in full on or before September 30, 
1996, with an interest rate of 
prime lending rate plus one half 
percent. 


Interest expenses for the 
Operating Fund and Stage Ill 
Expansion are $51,000 

(1993 - $147,000) and $969,000 
(1993 - $1,050,000), respectively. 


4. Pension Plan 


The Gallery maintains a pension 
plan which covers substantially all 
of its employees. The plan pro- 
vides retirees with pension bene- 
fits based on the greater of 
length of service and the last five 
years of earnings or previous 
contributions. The most recent 
actuarial reports were prepared as 
at January 1, 1993, based on 
management's best estimates of 
employee compensation levels, 
turnover, retirement rates, mortal- 
ity, inflation and investment 
returns. Based on these estimates, 
the present value of the accrued 
pension benefits as at December 
31,1993 is projected to be approxi- 
mately $5,515,000. The net assets 
available as at December 31, 1993 
to provide these benefits is 
approximately $6,670,000. Pension 


expense for the year was 
$308,000 (1993 - $224,000). As at 
March 31, 1994, there have been 
no significant changes in the 
Gallery’s obligation or the value 
of assets available to meet these 
obligations. 


5. Income Taxes 


The Gallery is a registered non- 
profit organization under the 
Income Tax Act (Canada) and is 
exempt from income taxes. 


6. Statement of Changes in 
Financial Position 


A separate statement of changes 
in financial position has not been 
presented as cash flows from 
operating, investing and financing 
activities are contained in the 
other financial statements. 


7. Stage Ill Expansion 


The Gallery completed the Stage 
Ill building program in 1993. 
During the year, certain additional 
costs were incurred. The total cost 
of the project including interest 
expense is $61.0 million to the 
end of March 1994. 


At March 31, 1994, the Gallery 
had received $44.2 million includ- 
ing grants, donations and interest 
income. In addition, pledges made 
by the private sector toward the 
Stage Ill Expansion project 
payable in 1994/95 and subse- 
quent years amount to approxi- 
mately $4.4 million. These out- 
standing pledges are not recorded 
in the financial statements.

9. Barnes Exhibition 


In October 1993, the Gallery 
entered into a contract with the 
Barnes Foundation of Merion, Pa. 
to present the exhibition From 
Cézanne to Matisse: Great French 
Paintings from The Barnes 
Foundation. The exhibition fee is 
$3.2 million U.S., of which $1.1 
million was paid during the year. 
The Ontario Ministry of Culture, 
Tourism and Recreation is support- 
ing this program with a grant in 
the amount of $3,750,000, of 
which $2,500,000 had been 
received prior to March 31, 1994. 


All related payments and receipts 
incurred during the year have 
been deferred to 1994/95 when 
the exhibition will be held. 


The Gallery has made an agree- 
ment in principle with a corporate 
sponsor for $1 million. This 
amount has not been recorded in 
the financial statements. 


10. City of Toronto Loan 


The City of Toronto has loaned 
the Gallery $500,000 to assist with 
the marketing of special exhibi- 
tion projects including the Barnes 
exhibition. The loan is non- 
interest bearing and is repayable 
by October 15, 1994. 


11. Fund Transfers 


During the year, $135,000 was 
transferred from the Operating 
Fund to Volunteer Activities Fund, 
being 50% of the net profits of 
the Retail Joint Venture. $100,000 
was transferred from Volunteer 
Activities Fund to Operating Fund, 
being the sponsorship of the 
exhibition Seven Florentine Heads. 
$2,000 was transferred from 
Acquisitions Fund to Operating 
Fund as part of a donation relat- 
ing to the exhibition program. 

As part of the revisions to the 
financial statements, Volunteer 
Activities Fund formerly held 
within the Acquisitions Fund were
